The offense for which an excellent chief 
magistrate was made subject to this puerile indignity 
was, that he had commuted from death to confine- 
ment in the penitentiary for life the punishment of 
Henry, a slave, who was condemned to be hung at 
the last term of the Mercer circuit court for striking 
ffrSne Merrit Cunningham with intent to kill. 

A petition it on file setting forth that Henry had 
been once before ou trial, and that the jury could 
uot agree— that Cunningliam is living, in good 
1. The record of liis convic- 
1 the petition, showing that the jury 
him guilty retired to consult alwut their 
on Tuesday, April 14tb, 1857, and did not 
render the verdict until Thursday, the ICth instant. 
The record also contains various affidavits for a new 
trial, which, in the opinion of all reasonable lawyers, 
. have justified the court in granting it. Th« 
for a commutation is signed by some 
of the most respectable citizens of Mercer county, 
well known to the Governor and in whom he had full 
confidence. 

Judge Kavanaugh, who precided at the trial, in a 
letter to the Governor, says: "At the time of the 
conviction, I was and am still of the opinion that it 
would not 1* an improper exercise of executive 
clemency to commute the punishment of death to a 
life confinement, and determined at the time to say 
as much." 

Under these circumstances, seeing that the re 
vised statutes provide especially for such an act of 
clemency, and that the Governor's course was in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the Judge and the peo- 
ple most conversant with the facts in the case, we 
are convinced that he acted in the whole matter with 
that justice and magnanimity that ever characterises 
h^gtificial and private conduct. The people of Mer- 
who have foolishly insulted the law and its chief 
executive, will, we doubt not, soon repent of their 
hasty fojly.

ifcjTl-ater advices have been received from Kan- 
• m. A man attempted to "jnmp" a claim on the 
lands watered by the "Grasshopper," and was shot 
in an altercation with the original squatter. Horse 
stealing continues to prevail, and the thieves are 
threatened with that summary vengeance which 
was meted out to three men who were guilty of the 
same crime and shot without ceremony, a few weeks 
ago. During the past month thirty or forty new 
buildings have l>een contracted for at Atchison. 
Land speculations are rife, and the mania affects 
everybody. The most exorbitant prices are de- 
manded for lands that a few months ago were offer- 
td at the minimum Congress rates. Magnificent 
cities are laid out on paper and heralded by a great 
flourish of trumpets, but they quickly relapse into 
insignificance after the land is sold. 

Extensive and Expert Robber v— $20,000 in 
Gold Stolen. — Some two weeks ago, a Cuban gentle- 
man arrived in New York city from New Orleans, 
bringing with him $20,000 in gold dubloons, and 
also $300 in silver. He put up at a public house, 43 
Walker street, where he kept his money in a com- 
mon trunk. Early on Monday, during the tempo- 
rary absence of the Cuban from the hotel, his room 
was entered by some parties whom, it is supposed, 
had "piped" from the south, the lock forced from 
the trunk, the money secured and carried off. The 
robbery was not discovered for several hours after- 
ward. 



Joseph S. Taylor, the Street Commissioner of 
New York, died on Wednesday. He was a zealous 
and active politician, and a leader in the American 
party. His political and personal friends held him 
in the warmest esteem, and his death will be deeply 
and widely lamented. He was but 27 years of age, 
leaves a widow and one child, and insurance on his 
life to the amount of $40,000. 

Accident. — On Saturday, May 30th, Joel Nourse. 
senior partner of Nourse, Mason, & Co., of Boston 
and Worcester, the largest agricultural implemeat 
manufacturing house in America, was thrown from 
the top of an upsetting stage at Nat ick, breaking 
one thigh ju.t below the hip, and inflicting other 
injuries. 

Newspaper Profits.— One of the New York 
editors has purchased a country seat at Fort Wash- 
rton, for which he pays ninety-five thousand 
dollars. 

S#-Col. John W. Finnell, of this State, had his 
pocket picked of $200 in Chicago, on Wednesday 
night. 

$£J-The amount of landed goods in warehouse at 
New York ou the 1st inst. was in value $27,343,498. 
The stock at the same time last year was $11,160,- 
701. The Journal of Commerce says: 

The duties on the whole twenty-seven millions in 
bond here on the 1st inst. were liooked under the old 
tariff at $8,597,343 42, but under the new tariff will 
be something less than $6,000,0000. We do not an- 
ticipate the sudden withdrawal of a very large 
amount of goods on the 1st of July. There will he 
no trade to require a large movement, and when the 
goods are once in warehouce there is no iaducement 
to withdraw them until thev are wanted for cou- 
nption.

rjafThe Glasgow (Barren county) Journal says: 
The army worm is destroying many of the mead- 
ows in this county. We also hear that they are des- 
troying much of the wheat and corn in some 
localities. 

Mark Dougherty, one of the most extensive far- 
mers in this county, informed us on Tuesday that 
these pestilential insects had destroyed his entire 
wheat crop. We believe that every meadow in this 
neighborhood is infested with them, to a greater or 
less extent, and consequently hogs to destrov them 
have been very much in demand for several days. 

Walker to be Arrested. — A dispatch to the 
New York Tribune from Washington says: 

The story of the intended visit of Gen. Filibuster 
Walker to this citv is not credited here, as a writ 
awaits him from the United States Circuit Court of 
New York, at the suit of Com. Vanderbilt, for plun- 
dering the Transit Company. 

Great Excitement in San Antonto, Texas. — 
Desperate Fiyht iciih Rubbers. — The San Antonio 
(Texas) papers of the 30th instant are filled with the 
most exciting accounts of a recent dreadful encoun- 
ter with a band of ruffians in that city, during which 
five persons were killed and one wounded. As our 
readers well know, there has been, for a long time 
past, a desperate gang of thieves, robbers, and house- 
breakers hanging about San Antonio, whose repeated 
villainies we have almost weekly recorded. On the 
night of the 29th, it seems, a horrible murder was 
committed but a few miles Iwlow the town. The 
wife of one Mr. Garza was killed in her own house 
by some seven or eight assassins, and the house then 
robbed of money and valuables. A reward of $500 
was offered next morning for the apprehension of the 
murdeters, and Sheriff Henry. wiu< a posse, " 
ed to the place of the bloody scene. The T< 
the 30th -Jr., adds: 

About 12 o'clock a gang of some dozen despera- 
does had collected in the city on the west side of the 
river, many of them in a darkened room, as a sort 
of resort for the moment. Here the shooting com- 
menced between the desperadoes and some three or 
four citizens. Fielstrop killed one of the despera- 
does, and was shot through the head by another. 

At this awful juncture, Jim Taylor, than whom a 
braver man never lived, gave orders to some three 
of his csmrades to follow him — and at the same mo- 
ment he broke through the window into the darken- 
ed room. As he entered, Bill Hart, a notorious 
character, shot him through the breast, and at the 
same momeut a gun was pointed at Bill Heart by 
another person, when Taylor exclaimed, "he has 
shot me, let me shoot him," and fired. Both fell. 
Citizens commenced rushing in well armed, as well 
as many of the desperadoes, and the shooting be- 
came general. The gang of row dies broke from the 
room by a back door; many of them who came up 
after the mtlee commenced, immediately fled — find- 
ing that they were coming to close quarters. 

By this time at least some three hundred citizens 
had collected, all well armed— for it was well known 
that this gang of rowdies could have at their com- 
mand seventy-five or one hundred men within fif- 
teen minutes. Many of them came in sight, but 
very wisely withdrew. Five persons were killed, 
two citizens and three of the desperadoes. Taylor 
may recover. 

At this stage of afairs, the city authorities com- 
manded the multitude to disperse, and tbey immedi- 
ately obeyed the command.

ARRIVAL OF THE GEORCE LAW. 

New York, June 12. 
The steamer George Law has arrived. She con- 
nected at the Isthmus with the Sonora, which 
brought down nearly two millions and a half of 
treasure. 

She passed the Golden Age on the 24th, Iwund up, 
with New York passengers of May 5th. On the 2d 
of J une she passed the Golden Gate, with the mails 
of the 21st. 

The George Law left Aspinwall on the evening of 
the 3d of June. 

The ships Independence and St. Marv's are off 
Havana; the Wabash is off Aspinwall. 

Intelligence from San Juan del Norte relates that 
over a hundred of Walker's men are still at that 
place, destitute and sick.

Law are— Dresel & Co., $344,000; Duncan i Sher- 
man, $200,000; Howlaud & Aspinwall, $175,000; 
Robt. Hallet & Co., $200,000; Wells, Fargo, & Co.

The Peruvian fleet at Chincha surrendered to the 
government on the 19th of April, and was anchored 
at Callao. 

The United States sloop-of-war John Adams was 
at Chincha. 

A letter from the correspondent of the Panama 
Star, dated at Lima, May 12th, says the Convention 
hjs closed its second session on the question of the 
English and French protectorate of the Chincha Isl- 
ands. The Convention votes to-day, and their vote 
is expected to be favorable. 

The British frigate Satelite sailed from Callao for 
Vancouver's Island, her commander having been 
commissioned bv tlie English government to settle, 
in conjunction with the United States Commissioner, 
the boundary. 

Business at Lima is improving rapidlv. 

The affuirs of the other South American States are 
generally tranquil. 

The Panama Star expresses strong fears that 
Gen. Walker, in conformity with threats made by 
him after his capture, will return with another army 
of fillibusters to the Isthmus, and regrets that Gen. 
Mora did not bind him and his officers, in the terms 
of capitulation, never agiin to put their feet in Cen- 
tral America. 

There is no news from California of general im- 
portance. 

The papers give details of the massacre of Crabb 
and his party, which seems to have been attended 
by incidents of unusual cruelty. Crahb hi self 
was led outaloue, tied with his arms behind him to 
a post, and then riddled with an hundred bullets. 
The excitement in California over the massacre 
seems to be intense, and it is feared that some gene- 
ral plan of revenge against the mexicans will be 
undertaken. 

The mines were Yielding largely. Business was 
not much improved, and but little'change in prices. 
Money market easier. Stocks quiet. 

Concord, N. H., June 12. 
The Legislature have elected Clarke, Republican, 
to the U. S. Senate by a vote of 190, against 125 for 
Walls, Dem. 

New York, June 12. 
The schooner Maitland, a supposed slaver. was cap- 
tured by the cutter Washington, off Sandy Hook, 
this morning. 

New Orleans, June 12. 
The steamer Philadelphia has arrived with Ha- 
vana and California mails. Havana news unimpor- 
tant. Sugar inactive. 

Washington, June 12. 
A number of gentlemen were introduced to Walk- 
er during the day in his private apartment. He 
denies his object in coming to Washington was to 
see the President, and says his business is especially 
in New York, for which city he will leave in a day 
or two.

Steamboats on the Danube. — The Christian 
Advocate and Journal, of this week, has an interest- 
ing letter from Hungary, written by Mr. H. Win- 
ter, an American ship-builder, who is building 
boats on the Danube, for the Danube Navigation 
Company.

Thomas Babbingtox Macaulay. — The follow 
ing portrait and sketch of the great essayist and his- 
torian is famished by Mr. Reah, the London corres- 
pondent of the Iverness: 

There is a common pedestrian of London streets, 
well known to all who are acquainted with theiu 
notabilities. He is a short, stout, sturdy, energetic 
man. He has a big, round face, and large, staring 
and very bright eyes. His hair is cut short, and his 
bat dung back outhe crown of his head. His gait 
is fii m and decided, with a little touch of pomposi- 
ty. 

He is ever provided with an umbrella, which he 
swings and nourishes and batters on the povement 
with mighty thumps. He seems generally absorbed 
in exciting and impulsive thoughts, the traces of 
which he takes no pains to conceal. His face works, 
hi - lips move and mutter, and his eyes gleam and 
flash. Squat as i- his figure, and not particularly 
tine the features, there is an unmistakable air of 
mental power and energy, approaching to grandeur, 
about the man. He is evidently under the influ- 
ence of the strong excitement of fiery thought. 
People gaze curiously at him, and stop to stare when 
he has passed. But he heeds no one; seems, indeed, 
to have utterly forgotten that he is not alone in his 
privacy, and pushes on, unwitting of the many who 
stare, and smile, and look with curiosity and regard 
upon Thomas Babbington Macaulay. 

Occasionally, however, the historian and the poet 
gives still freer vent to the mental impulses which 
appear to be continually working within him. A 
friend of mine lately recognized him dining in the 
coffee-room of the Trafalgar Hotel, at Greenwich — 
a fashionable white bait bouse, which, it appears, he 
frequently patronizes. He was alone, as he generally 
is, and the attention of more than one of the company 
was attracted bv his peculiar muttering and fidgety- 
ness, and bv the mute gestures with which he ever 
and anon illustrated his mental dreaming. All at 
once — it must have been toward the climax of the 
verse or prose which he was working up in his mind — 
Mr. Macaulay seized a massive decanter, held it a 
moment suspended in the air, and th«n dashed it 
down upon the table with such hearty good will that 
the crystal flew aU>ut in fragments, while the numer- 
ous party dining round instinctively started up at 
the curious iconoclast. Not a whit put out, how- 
ever, Mr. Macaulay, who was well known to the 
waiters, called loudly for his bill to be made out at 
the bar, and theu puiliug, with a couple of jerks, his 
hat and his umbrella from the stand, clapped the one 
carelessly on his head, and strode out flourishing the 
other. 

A LrcKT Fellow. — The life of Miss Bronte, 
author of Jane Eyre, just published is not only a 
readable book, but it has caught both the secret of 
her character and the experiences from which she 
drew her illustrations. Think of the Flemish 
weaver in "Shirley" and then read this: 

A man that Miss Bronte knew who was a small 
manufacturer, had engaged in many local specula- 
tions, which had always turned out well, and there- 
by rendered him a person of some wealth. He was 
rather past middle uge, when he bethought him of 
insuring his life; and he had only just taken out his 
policy w hen he fell ill of an acute disease, which 
was certain to end fatally in a very few days. The 
doctor, half hesitatingly, revealed to him his hope- 
less state. "By jingo!" cried he, rousing up at 
once into the old energy , "I .-hall do the insurance 
company ! I was. always a lucky fellow? * ' 

Hat Caps. — Some thousands of tuns of hay 
might l*e saved and much hard work and vexation 
prevented, if all the fanners would provide them- 
selves with hay caps before commencing their hav- 
ing. Now is the time to provide them, and nothing 
can be more simple. All that is wanted is as many 
pieces of cotton sheeting, two yards square, as you 
will be likely to have cocks of hay at any one time, 
liable to be caught in a shower. The corners of the 
cloth should have loops to pin them to the hay by 
long wooden pins made of hazle bush or any other 
sm.oth sticks, which are preferred to stones in the 
corners. 

A« to the usefulness, profitableness, and conveni- 
ence of hay caps, there is now no longer any room 
for dispute — the thing has been proved by thous- 
ands — proved that no farmer in America can afford 
to do without hay caps; because they will generally 
pay for their cost every year, and* some seasons 
those who have used them assert that they have 
paid their cost more than twice over.

A few "lines" of Young Hvson, embracing about 
four hundred packages, which were sold at auction 
in this city last November, at four cents per pound, 
have been resold by the purchaser at twenty-five 
cents. One of the dealers on Front street has al- 
ready cleared between 1 100 000 and $200,000 by 
his operations in tea during the present season. 

It will thus be seen that the strong and rapid ad- 
vance in the tea market has been the result of a short 
supply and active demand; but when it is consider- 
ed that we may hear at any moment of the entire 
suspension of shipment* at Shanghae, and, in fiict, 
that as soon as a sufficient force from England ar- 
rives at the seat of war, all five ports of entry in 
China will probably be placed under strict blockade, 
it would not be surprising to see teas at a much 
higher figure than they have yet attained.

The 
father of the oM delay ed handing over to his daugh- 
ter's husband her marriage portion — the "bankrupt 
son-in-law" showed his true colors, and the girl 
found to her unavailing sorrow that she had "fallen 
the victim of avarice. Then followed a long course 
of ill-treatment from her husband which she l>ore 
until "patience ceased to be a virtue," when she fled 
to her father's in Virginia. The story is only toler- 
ably well written, but evinces a good deal of severity 
of feeling.

A resolution was presented from ths Board of Al- 
demen. approving the Engineer's apportionment for 
grading, paving, and curbing Fifteenth street, from 
Market to Jefferson, C. Murphy contractor, which 
was referred to the Street Committee of the West- 
ern District. 

A resolution was presented from the Board of Al- 
dermen, requesting the Mayor to contract for the 
grading and paving of the sidewalk on the west 
side of Fifth street, between Chestnut and Broad- 
way, which was referred to the Street Committee of 
the Western District.

on the Fire Department. 

A resolution was presented from the Board of Al- 
dermen, allowing W. H. Stokes $625, for 500 feet 
of Hose, furnished the Lafayette Fire Companv, 
which was referred to the Committee on the Fire De- 
partment. 

Mr. Baird, from the Revision Committee, reported 
against the passage of an ordinance from the Board 
of Aldermen, requiring licenses, and prescribing 
penalties for not having license, which report was 
concurred, and said ordinance was rejected. 

The following resolution was presented from the 
Board of Aldermen: 

Resolved by the General Council, That the Mayor 
be and he is hereby authorized and requested to em- 
plov, temporarily, suitable persons to fill the offices 
and places al»ove mentioned, in order to put the 
steam fire engine ready for active service, which 
was rejected. 

Afterwards, on motion of Mr. Shanks, the vote 
rejecting the same was reconsidered. 

When, the question being taken upon the passage 
of said resolution, the same was rejected. 

Mr. Baird introduced a resolution authorizing 
Capt. J. R. Hamilton to hire horses, &c., for the 
purpose of filling the public cisterns, with the use 
of the steam engine, which was adopted. 

A resolution from the Board of Aldermen allowing 
Geo. Hess $52 for coffins furnished alms-house was 
referred to the Committee on Public Works. 

Mr. Shanks introduced a resolution to adjourn to 
meet again on Thursday evening, May 18th, at 8 
o'clock, which was adopted. 

When, on motion, the Board adjourned.

Messrs. Editors: Your correspondent "I" has 
been induced to read Dr. Judd's ISeview. The con- 
sequence is, two very important admissions on his 

£art; First, that Dr. Judd's standing, like Dr. 
[ackay's, was fair up to the time of his difficulty 
with the Secretary of the Bible Union. Second, 
that in the translation of a certain class of words 
(including baptizo and other controverted terms) 
the Bible Union has actually so far departed from 
its solemn pledge as to prescribe onerule to Immer- 
sionist Revisers, and another to non-Immersionist 
Reviser*. 

This latter admission is made so evasively, so sub- 
junctively, so ambiguously, as at once to reveal the 
thorough character of the dodger, and the impracti- 
c ableness of the difficulty which he could not dodge. 
We shall number these admissions, and lay them 
by for future use. Their importance will appear in 
due time. We are encouraged now to proceed in 
quest of other admissions. 

A single inquiry shall suffice at this time. Did 
the Bible Union engage, and does she still retain in 
her service as a reviser of the Holv Scriptures, a 
scholar who could and did, in sober discourse, write 
for English the words "masculinity," "femininity." 
"object ional," &c? — the same who rendered the 
middle clause of 2 Tim. 4:2, "be on hand convenient- 
ly and Inconveniently?" A distinct answer to the 
above question is callea for. J. 

P. S. It may be well enough sometimes to fol- 
low our Revision friend a little in his rambles. This, 
however, will not often be necessary, as his readers 
will soon get the hang of him." It grieves our 
friend greatly that the notice of Dr. Judd's Review 
was published anonymously. Now I do not wait to 
inquire whether such notices are usually anonymous 
— a better answer is at hand. Not long since an 
anonymous report of a Revision speech by Dr 
Everts was published with an express endorsement 
of the truthfulness of the speech, in which Dr. E. 
was made to say in substance, that the opponents 
of Revision were prompted, not by any love for the 
truth, but only by the meanest and basest motives 
that govern the human heart. Now, Messrs. Edi- 
tors, 1 demand of your correspondent "I" to say 
distinctly if he has never seen or heard anything 
of this anonymons revisionist notice of Dr. Everts's 
speech? Just here it is proper to add, what the 
public does not know, but ought to know, that Dr. 
Everts apologized to some of his anti-revisionist 
friends, complaining that Dr. Bell had done him in- 
justice and placed him in a false position by that 
anonymous notice. I now appeal to every honora- 
ble-minded reader, of every party, to glance over 
the long list of blackguard epithets which my 
brief anonymous notice of Dr. Judd's Review has 
called forth, and determine for himself where they 
belong. I fancy this matter is put to rest. 

But a "respe'ctable publisher," it seems, refused 
to publish my notice of Dr. Judd's Review. All I 
have to say is that a brief notice of the work in 
question was prepared and offered to each of the two 
papers, in which the revision discussions have here- 
tofore been published. At the one otfice it was re- 
ceived and published: at the other, it was promptly ' 
and courteously received without question or objec- ! 
tion of any kind. If the editor afterwards saw rea- j 
son to change bis purpose and withhold it from pub- | 
lication, I have no complaints to make. I have not ! 
he remotest suspicion that he intended to make him- j 
self a party in any way in the matter. But what j 
does our lucid Revisionist mean when he says that a j 
"respectable publisher" refused to publish the notice, 
&c? Does he mean to disparage the notice and its | 
author by exalting the respectability of the pub- 
lisher who refused it over that of the "publisher who 
received and published it? This is in fact a poor, 
meaningless flourish, a match to many others ema- 
nating from the same source, intended for those who 
read only for the sound of the words. If it has any 
meaning it is certainly a reflection on the Journal. " 

But we are told that Dr. J udd contended for a half 
cent„anu the inference intended is that he is a bad 
man. This story, from the questionable shape in 
which it comes," and the questionable source from 
which it comes, is most likely a sheer fabrication. 
But let it be a fact, and what" then? The boatman 
may have been an enemy, or set on by an enemy — 
the* half cent may, under the circumstances, have 
come to represent a principle, and, therefore, possess 
a value commensurate with that principle — be worth • 
• intending for, and, if necessary, dving for, just as 
the penny tax in the case of our revolutionary fathers, 
or the forbidden fruit in Paradise; or it may be that 
Dr. Judd is whimsically exact in trifles (as great 
and good men have often been known to l>e), and 
nobly generous in large sums. But Dr. Judd has a I 
rich father-in-law, and yet has sued the congregation 
which he formerly served. My observation is that \ 
rich fathers-in-law like remarkably well to see their 
poor sons-in-law able and will'ng to maintain them- 
selves, and they are right. As to a congregation that 
promises to support a minister, and, being able, fails 
to do so — if be chooses to enforce his claim, 1 say, 
binds off, let him put them through. A dishonest man 
is bad enough; afdishonest congregation is too bad. 

It seems that a certain person sent a very rude 
reply to an invitation of the late Revision Associa- 
tion in this city. I happen, Messrs. Editors, to be 
acquainted with the person alluded to, and I have 
his authority for saying, that if your correspondent 
will publish the invitation and the reply and leave 
them to make their own impressions, without note 
or comment, he on his part will keep silent with re- 
gard to them — he is not particular however. 

Your correspondent closes with threats as to what 
he will do, thus and so— we shall see.
